Architecture 

The  chief  pride  and  glory  of  ancient  and 
modem  cities  is  in  their  arefli^'ctiire.  The 
aneicuts  built  so  w.  11  that  time  1ms  failed  to 
obliterate  their  work,  as  many  a  stately  pile 
wlasse  builders  have  sluml*crr-4  for  centuries 
can  attest. 

Tlie  architecture  of  tinhy  will  hardly 
witlistand  the  ruvages  of  time  ill  any  viery 
considerable  degree  :  we  do  not  consider 
j.n-se native  qualities  ;  we  do  to  much  re¬ 
building  and  make  too  many  alterations  to 
render  the  quahty  of  durability  one  of  par¬ 
amount  importance.  We  build  for  present 
use  rather  than  future  gh>ry,  and  combine 
iu  our  marl »le  warehouses,  iron  banks  and 
free-stone  churches  siydi  elements  and  de¬ 
tails  as  shall  please  the  eye  and  impress  one 
with  a  sense  of  their  grandeur  in  a  money- 
value  point  of  view.  Fire-proof  qualities, 
it  is  true,  receive  attention  and  have  been 

•  n  larged  upon.  But  Chicago  and  Boston 
luive  demonstrated  that  we  arc  not  yet  in¬ 
destructible.  Our  so-called  fire-proof  build¬ 
ings  exist,  comparatively,  in  name  only. 

Iq  Bloomfield,  it  is  true,  the  time  has  not 
yet  urriv 

edifices  of  this  kind.  Our  dwelling- houses 
compare  favorably,  as  to  cost,  conveniences 
and  elegance  with  those  in  other  places,  but 
.we  have  no  public  buildings  that  cau4>e 
named  with  pride,  with  the  exception, 
haps,  of  a  good  public  school  bnil 

Iu  the  matter  of  stores,  Messrs.  Hnr 
graves  k  Hayes  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Corby  de¬ 
serve  favorable  mention  in  that  they  have 
erected  very  neat,  substantiid  lmck  store- 
buildings.  We  hope  their  example  will  lie 
followed.  If  our  merehants  expect  to’eora- 
j>ete  with  those  in  the  cities,  commodious 
and  attractive  stores  will  l»e  a  very  inqiort- 
ant  auxiliary  in  this  resi>eet.  Lot  us  have 
no  more  one-story  wooden  shops,  but  rather 

let  us  erect  solid  brick  buildings  thut  shcdl
